R. William Carſtares being again Examined, adheres to his fors 
mer Depoſition, in all the parts of it, and Depones he knows 
uv correſpondence berwixt Scotland and Engiand, except by Mar. 
tin before-named; for thoſe Gentlemen ro whom he was ſent, wete 
left to follow their own Methods, Yeatch as the Deponent remem- 
bers , ſtayed ſometimes at Nicolſon, Stablers Houſe at Londox- 
41; ſometimes with one Widow Hardc«f!e in _—_— The De. 
poaent did Communicate the Delign on Foot to or Owen, Mr, 
Gr:ffl, and Mr. Meed at Stepney, who all concurred inthe promoting 
ofir, and were deſirous it ſhould take effett ; and ro one Mr. Fre: 
in the Temple, Councel'or at Law, whoſaid he would ſee what he 
could do. in reference to the Money, but there having gone a Re- 
port, that there was no Money to be raiſed, he did nothihg in it, 
nor does the-Deponent think him any mcre concerned in'the Afﬀair, 
Ne1throp frequently ſpoke to the Deponent of the Money to- be ſent 
* to Argie, whether it was got or not, but the Deponent uſed no 
freedom | with him in the Aﬀair. Goodenoxgh did inſinuate once, 
that the Lords were not inclined to the thing, and that before they 
would ſee what they could do in the City. The Peponent ſaw Mr. 
Fergnſon, and Mr. Rumay, lurking atter the Plot broke our, before 
the Proclamation having goneto Fergu/on, inthe back of B,ſbop. g ate- 
fſfreet, at ſame new Building, whether he was directed. by Jerviſwood, 
who was deſirous to know how thiags went. . Rumſay was not of the 
Depanent his acquaintance before, but they. knew as litcle of the 
matter as; the Deponent.
